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Enclosed is the application of Garth H. Bulgrien for United States Letters Patent for 
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Bulgrien discloses a multispeed transmission that requires simultaneous 
changeovers in multiple sections of the transmission for shifting between adjacent gears. 

Horsch discloses a multispeed transmission that uses single "clutch swaps" for all 
shifts between adjacent gears, but has uneven gear ratio steps. 
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
